To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the 
Epping  Urban  and  the  Epping  and  Ongar 
Rural  District  Councils 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1963 . From  the  statistics  of  births,  deaths  and 
infectious  diseases  set  out  in  Section  B and  commented  upon  in 
Section  A of  the  Report,  you  will  see  that  it  was  an  uneventful 
and  on  the  whole  satisfactory  year. 

The  rather  high  incidence  of  mild  dysentery  is  an  indict- 
ment of  the  standard  of  personal  hygiene  of  some  residents  in 
the  two  districts  - not  necessarily  of  those  who  fell  victim  to 
the  disease.  Legislation  can  enforce  or  facilitate  the  provision 
of  the  physical  means  for  raising  this  standard  (e.g.  by  requiring 
that  all  food  premises  should  have  hand  washing  facilities  and 
by  granting  property  owners  financial  aid  towards  the  installa- 
tion of  hot  water  and  baths  where  these  are  lacking) ,but  it  is 
ultimately  the  change  of  personal  habits  which  can  bring  about 
an  improvement  in  hygiene.  Expressed  in  simple  terms  it  means, 
for  instance,  that  the  availability  of  a wash-hand  basin  is  not 
sufficient  in  itself  unless  the  person  or  persons  concerned  make 
the  necessary  use  of  it.  Therefore,  only  prolonged  and  insistent 
health  education  can  achieve  the  raising  of  standards  of  personal 
hygiene  and  virtually  eliminate  the  incidence  of  such  intestinal 
infections  as  dysentery  and  food  poisoning. 

Mention  is  also  made  in  the  Report  of  the  difficulties  in 
securing  rehousing  of  persons  whose  health  is  adversely  affected 
by  the  conditions  of  their  dwellings. 

Dr.  A.  Poulsen-Hansen,  who  commenced  his  duties  of  Deputy 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  April,  undertook  much  of  the  routine 
work  in  Epping  and  the  Rural  District  and  thus  lightened  my 
burden . 

To  conclude,  I should  like  to  thank  all  who  throughout  the 
year  helped  me  in  carrying  out  my  duties  and  particularly  those 
who  contributed  information  for  this  Report.

Deaths 


There  was  only  a slight  increase  in  population  in  both  Epping 
and  the  Rural  District  and  it  was  due  mainly  to  the  excess  of 
births  over  deaths . The  building  restrictions  in  the  metropolitan 
green  belt  were  probably  responsible  for  the  decline  in  migration 
into  the  two  districts . This  was  true  particularly  of  Epping, 
where  there  were  only  100  more  residents  than  a year  before, and  of 
these  94  were  accounted  for  by  natural  increase. 

Whilst  the  number  of  live  births  in  Epping  was  almost  exactly 
the  same  as  in  1962,  in  the  Epping  and  Ongar  Rural  District  it 
fell  by  31.  This,  of  course,  resulted  in  a lower  birth  rate  which 
was  contrary  to  the  trend  in  the  rest  of  the  country.  In  Epping, 
the  adjusted  birth  rate  (which  takes  into  account  the  age  and  sex 
structure  of  the  population)  was  significantly  lower  than  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  increased  in  Epping  and 
nearly  reached  the  rather  high  national  level.  In  the  Rural 
District,  hov/ever,  there  were  9 fewer  illegitimate  live  births 
than  in  the  previous  year  and  their  proportion  to  all  live  births 
was  2 per  cent  lower  than  in  England  and  Wales. 

Although  there  was  a slight  increase  in  still  births  in  the 
Rural  District,  the  numbers  involved  were  so  small  that  the  higher 
rate  per  1,000  births  can  be  attributed  to  statistical  chance  and 
need  not  cause  any  alarm.  In  any  event,  this  rate  in  the  Rural 
District  was  not  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales?  in  Epping 
it  was  considerably  lower. 

Despite  an  ageing  population  in  Epping,  there  were  fewer 
deaths  in  1963  than  in  the  previous  year  and  the  death  rate  per 
1,000  population  was  consequently  lower  than  in  1962  and  much 
below  that  for  England  and  Wales.  It  was  also  lower  in  the  Rural 
District,  where  only  a small  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  was 
related  to  a larger  population.  The  average  age  at  death  was  71 
years  in  Epping  and  69.2  years  in  Epping  and  Ongar.  Tables  showing 
the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  deaths  are  given  on  pages  25 
and  39= 

Among  the  principal  causes  of  death,  heart  diseases,  followed 
in  order  of  prevalence  by  malignant  tumours,  claimed  the  largest 
number  of  lives  in  both  districts. 

The  mortality  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  is  usually 
subject  to  considerable  fluctuations  because  of  the  small 
statistical  sample  and  no  special  significance  need  be  attached 
to  variations  from  year  to  year.  Thus  in  Epping,  where  the  infant 
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mortality  rate  was  very  high  in  1962,  in  the  year  under  review  it 
fell  to  half  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  whilst  in  the  Rural 
District  it  was  higher  than  the  year  before  and  even  exceeded  the 
rate  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

As  in  previous  years,  most  infant  deaths  were  in  the  early 
neonatal  period  (within  7 days  of  birth)  and  were  due  mainly  to 
prematurity  and  congenital  malformations  - conditions  attributable 
to  adverse  genetic  or  other  influences  acting  at  conception  or 
during  pregnancy. 

The  perinatal  mortality  (early  neonatal  deaths  and  still 
births  combined  per  1,000  live  and  still  births)  was  low  in  Epping 
and  somewhat  high  in  the  Rural  District.  This  reflected  the 
differences  in  the  early  neonatal  deaths  mentioned  earlier. 


COMMENTS  OR  C0MMP1TICABLE  DISEASES 

Once  more  it  is  very  gratifying  to  say  that  there  were  no 
outbreaks  of  serious  communicable  diseases  in  either  of  the  two 
districts.  The  large  number  of  cases  of  measles  was  normal  in 
view  of  the  expected  biennial  peak  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease. 
However,  the  prevalence  of  whooping  cough,  of  which  not  a single 
case  was  notified  in  1962  in  Epping  or  the  Rural  District,  is  not 
easy  to  explain.  Both  measles  and  whooping  cough  were  mild  and 
did  not  cause  any  concern. 

There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  dysentery. 

This  may  have  been  partly  due  to  the  fact  that,  because  of  the 
outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  in  neighbouring  Harlow,  persons  suffering 
from  diarrhoea  sought  medical  advice  more  readily  than  in  previous 
years  and  thus  more  cases  of  the  disease  came  to  light  and  were 
notified.  Eight  of  the  11  cases  reported  in  Epping  (2  adults  and 
6 children)  occurred  in  an  L.C.C.  childrens'  home.  Preventive 
measures  which  were  taken  promptly  limited  the  spread  of  the 
infection. 

Twenty  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the 
s year  under  review  - 11  in  Epping  and  9 in  the  Rural  District. 

Six  (Epping  5?  Epping  and  Ongar  l)  were  primary  school  children 
who  had  a positive  tuberculin  test  but  did  not  show  any  sign  of 
clinical  disease.  They  were  nevertheless  given  treatment  and 
notified  as  cases  of  tuberculosis.  There  was  one  case  of  renal 
tuberculosis  in  the  Rural  District.  Changes  in  the  tuberculosis 
register  and  the  incidence  of  new  cases  according  to  age  are 
shown  in  Section  B. 
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REHOUSING  ON  MEDICAL  GROUNDS 


Sixty-two  housing  applications  supported  hy  recommendations 
from  General  Practitioners  (l6  in  Epping  and  46  in  Epping  and  Ongar) 
were  investigated  in  order  to  determine  the  order  of  priority. 

Many  of  the  applicants  could  not  be  rehoused  despite  urgent  medical 
grounds ' because  in  Epping  only  a small  number  of  new  houses  have 
been  erected  and  in  the  Rural  District  there  was  limitation  on 
building  in  some  parishes.  The  great  majority  of  the  medical 
reasons  were  physical  ailments  and  only  a.  few  were  mental  conditions. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION 


A mobile  unit  of  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education 
came  to  the  area  in  September  and  spent  one  day  in  Epping  and  two 
days  in  the  Rural  District.  The  unit  was  staffed  by  a two  man 
team,  equipped  with  projector,  films  and  other  visual  material, 
and  visited  primary  and  secondary  schools  where  children  were 
advised  on  the  health  hazards  of  cigarette  smoking.  Suitable 
posters  were  distributed  to  these  schools  beforehand  and  were  also 
displayed  throughout  the  two  districts.  In  addition  to  the  visits 
to  schools,  two  public  meetings  were  arranged  - one  at  Epping,  the 
other  at  Ongar 5 each  was  presided  over  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
respective  Council.  On  the  whole,  the  Unit  was  well  received,  even 
though  the  number  of  people  attending  the  public  meetings  was  not 
very  large.  The  effect  of  this  anti-smoking  campaign  is  difficult 
to  assess. 


CARE  OF  OLD  PE0PI£ 


In  the  Rural  District,  old  peoples'  clubs  established  in  some 
parishes  continued  to  provide  help  and  recreation  for  the  aged. 
However,  the  scope  and  extent  of  their  activities  varied  from  club 
to  club,  and  some  parishes  were  without  any  welfare  services  for 
the  old.  The  Rural  District  Council  realised  the  need  for  co- 
ordinating and  supporting  voluntary  effort  and  took  preliminary 
steps  towards  setting  up  an  Old  Peoples'  Welfare  Committee. 

Such  a Committee  has  been  in  existence  in  Epping  for  over  a 
year.  It  collected  information  about  the  needs  of  the  old  people 
in  the  town  and  organised  regular  visits  to  those  who  required 
help  or  companionship.  With  the  help  of  the  Essex  Old  Peoples' 
Welfare  Committee,  the  domicilary  chiropody  service  was  continued. 
The  Epping  Committee  also  arranged  a week's  holiday  by  the  sea  for 
20  old  age  pensioners  who  paid  only  £1  each  towards  the  cost  of 
transport,  lodging  and  full  board. 
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MEDICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  COUNCIL  EMPLOYEES 


The  number  of  examinations  carried  out  in  connection  with 
employment  or  admission  to  the  Superannuation  or  Sick-pay  schemes 
was  30  (8  for  Epping  Urban  District  and  22  for  Epping  and  Ongar 
Rural  District).  All  the  persons  examined  ?/ere  found  to  be  fit. 

NEW  LEGISLATION 

In  196 3 9 only  two  important  acts  which  have  bearing  on  public 
health  received  Royal  Assent.  They  are  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act  and  the  Nursing  Homes  Act. 

The  first  of  the  two  aims  at  ensuring  adequate  working  con- 
ditions and  amenities  for  staff  employed  in  offices,  shops  and 
certain  parts  of  railway  premises.  The  many  provisions  of  the 
Act  are  to  be  put  into  effect  by  stages.  Their  enforcement  and 
control  will  throw  a considerable  additional  burden  on  the  staff 
of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

The  Nursing  Homes  Act  deals  with  the  operation  and  conduct 
of  nursing  homes.  It  is  enforceable  by  the  County  Council  and 
does  not  affect  either  Epping  or  the  Rural  District. 

Other  legislation  which  has  to  be  enforced  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  is  the  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act.  It 
has  no  bearing  on  public  health,  since  it  is  concerned  with  the 
welfare  of  animals  end  not  that  of  humans. 

In  addition  to  the  above  acts,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  and  the  Minister  of  Health,  acting  jointly  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  issued  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations,  1963 » These  require  that  all  home  killed  meat  be 
inspected  before  it  leaves  the  slaughterhouse  and  that  meat  so 
inspected  and  passed  fit  for  human  consumption  be  suitably  marked. 
The  regulations  also  deal  with  some  administrative  aspects  of  meat 
inspection. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  AND  INSPECTIONS  - 

INDIVIDUAL  DISTRICTS 

I.  EPPING  URBAN  DISTRICT 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  reports  as  follows? - 


Water 

Water  supplied  to  the  town  by  the  Lee  Valley  Water  Company 
was  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  quality.  No  complaints  were 
received  of  rust-like  deposit  as  in  previous  years  and  this  was 
probably  due  to  the  coming  into  operation  of  a plant  for  the 
removal  of  excessive  iron  from  water.  During  the  year,  the  Company 
carried  out  routine  testing  of  the  water  supply  in  the  district  and 
took  82  bacteriological  and  2 chemical  samples  for  examination.  All 
were  satisfactory. 


Sewerage  and  Refuse  Collection 

The  Council's  engineering  consultants,  Messrs.  J.D.  and  D.M. 
Watson,  completed  during  the  year  all  necessary  drawings  and 
specifications  for  the  modernisation  and  expansion  of  the  sewerage 
system.  This  will  involve  the  laying  of  a new  trunk  sewer  and  the 
diversion  of  sewage  from  the  central  part  of  the  town  to  the 
southern  outfall  works,  and  also  the  enlargement  of  these  works 
to  treat  this  additional  flow.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council 
had  invited  tenders  for  this  work  which  was  expected  to  commence 
in  the  early  summer  of  1964  and  to  be  completed  in  1965* 

l 

The  County  Council's  refusal  to  give  planning  permission  for 
all  development  involving  schemes  of  more  than  4 housing  units  in 
the  area  served  by  the  northern  sewage  system  continued  to  be 
enforced. 

Refuse  A large  amount  of  refuse  was  collected  weekly  without  any 

Collection  addition  to  the  six  m m crew,  thanks  to  the  bonus  system  introduced 
in  1961.  The  collection  of  paper  for  salvage  continued  throughout 
the  year. 

Following  receipt  of  a circular  from  the  County  Council 
drawing  attention  to  the  growing  practice  of  the  general  public 
of  dumping  litter  of  all  kinds  on  roadside  verges,  the  Council 
decided  to  institute  a special  collection  of  bulky  articles  which 
householders  could  not  dispose  of  in  their  refuse  bins.  This 
service  came  into  operation  in  February  1963  and  collections  were 
made  at  approximately  fortnightly  intervals.

Refuse  - 
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In  the  interests  of  hygiene,  a twice-weekly  collection  of 
refuse  from  hotels  and  restaurants  in  the  district  was  instituted. 
A charge  of  l/-  per  dustbin  was  made. 

The  public  conveniences  in  Garden  Terrace  and  Clark’s  Lane 
were  open  throughout  the  year.  They  were  from  time  to  time  the 
subject  of  vandalism.  Conveniences  for  use  by  the  general  public 
will  also  be  available  in  the  new  pavilion,  the  building  of 
which  was  commenced  at  Stonard  ’ s Hill  Playing  Fields. 


Housing 

The  development  of  Springfield  (a  portion  of  the  Centre 
Drive  allotment  site)  was  completed  during  the  year.  A few  of 
these  dwellings  were  used  to  accommodate  tenants  of  the 
temporary  bungalows  on  Steward's  Green  in  order  to  be  able  to 
commence  the  redevelopment  of  that  site.  Work  was  started  on 
the  first  stage  (28  housing  units)  of  the  construction  of  houses 
for  aged  persons  on  the  Pelly  Estate. 

There  were  no  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
in  1963. 

During  three  days  in  April,  an  exhibition  dealing  with  the 
improvement  of  houses  was  held  in  the  Civil  Defence  Hall.  It 
included  displays  by  builders'  merchants,  the  Coal  Utilisation 
Council,  the  Gas  and  Electricity  Boards,  as  well  as  models  and 
stands  loaned  by  the  Ministry  and  other  local  authorities. 

During  the  exhibition,  the  Ministry's  film  "New  Grants  for  Better 
Homes"  was  shown.  Although  the  exhibition  attracted  some 
interest,  there  was  no  immediate  appreciable  increase  in  the 
number  of  applicants  for  discretionary  improvement  grants,  although 
the  long  term  effect  cannot  be  assessed.  The  total  number  of 
standard  grant  applications  approved  during  the  year,  however, 
was  double  that  of  the  previous  year. 


Food 


Inspections  of  food  premises  in  the  district  were  continued. 
The  Council  instituted  legal  proceedings  as  a result  of  two 
complaints  concerning  milk.  In  one  case,  it  was  a greyish 
deposit  found  at  the  bottom  of  a milk  bottle.  In  the  other 
case,  there  were  pieces  of  glass  in  the  milk.  The  verdict  of

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Rodent  Control 


A part-time  rodent  operator  carried  out  rodent  control  work 
which  included  a survey  of  the  district's  sewers.  This  con- 
sisted of  pre-baiting  10  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  manholes. 
There  were  'takes'  in  only  four  instances. 

This  survey  would  seem  to  confirm  the  belief  that  in  Epping, 
the  sewerage  system  is  not  infested  to  any  great  extent,  even  at 
a time  of  seasonal  increase  in  surface  infestation. 


Swimming  Pools 


There  were  two  swimming  pools,  one  at  the  Epping  Junior 
School,  the  other  at  the  Theydon  Garnon  School,  both  fitted  with 
filtration  and  chlorination  plants.  The  pools  were  visited  and 
the  samples  taken  showed  that  the  water  was  of  satisfactory  purity 
for  bathing.

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  reports  as  follows? - 


Water 


The  quantity  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  Lee  Valley  Water 
Company  was  generally  adequate  in  all  parts  of  the  district. 

Quality  control  was  exercised  by  the  Company  regularly,  and 
150  samples  of  the  water  in  circulation  were  examined  bacteriolo- 
gically^  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  took  11  samples 
from  deep  bores  and  shallow  wells,  and  four  of  these  were 
unsatisfactory  in  respect  of  bacterial  purity.  In  one  case,  the 
water  main  was  available  and  a notice  to  connect  was  served  under 
the  appropriate  provisions  of  the  law.  In  default  of  the  owner, 
the  Council  carried  out  the  connection. 


Sewerage' and  Refuse  Collection 

Sewerage  and  sewage  disposal,  refuse  collection,  cesspool 
emptying  .and  capital  works  schemes  generally,  are  the  responsibility 
of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Raymond  L.  Luck,  A.R.I.C.S., 
A.M.T.P.I.,  M.I.Mun.E.,  MUR.S.H.  , Registered  Architect,  and  the 
following  information  has  been  supplied  by  him.

Expenditure  during  the  year  was  £47? 800,  bringing  the  total 
to  date  since  the  beginning  of  the  present  programme  to  £431? 800. 

The  maintenance  of  the  11  major  sewage  disposal  works  in 
the  district  was  continued  throughout  the  year,  and,  despite  the 
fact  that  some  were  at  times  overloaded,  they  gave  good  service  to 
part  or  all  of  16  parishes. 

The  smaller  disposal  plants  also  functioned  satisfactorily. 

Two  cesspool  emptiers  were  available  for  emptying  cesspools 
free  of  charge  once  a year  in  parishes  where  there  is  as  yet  no 
main  drainage. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  provision  of  public  conveniences. 
One  was  in  use  at  Ongar,  open  day  and  night,  another  one  at 
Theydon  Bois,  opening  in  the  day-time  during  the  months  March  to 
October. 

The  weekly  refuse  collection  service  v/as  extended  and  was 
available  to  20  parishes  having  over  11,370  dwellings.  In  9 
parishes  with  about  1,040  dwellings,  the  collection  was  fort- 
nightly. The  number  of  vehicles  employed  on  this  service  was 
increased  from  6 to  7?  all  are  of  the  Dennis  Paxit  compression 
type.  One  side  loader  was  kept  in  reserve.  It  has  been  the 
Council’s  policy  to  replace  the  older  and  smaller  vehicles  with 
Paxit  vehicles  of  far  greater  carrying  capacity  and  this  replace- 
ment programme  has  now  been  completed.  Virtually  all  the  refuse 
in  the  district,  together  with  that  from  Epping  Urban  District, 
was  disposed  of  at  the  refuse  tip  at  Bovinger,  Two  men  with 
machines  were  employed  in  maintaining  the  tip. 

The  Council  continued  to  operate  the  salvage  collection 
scheme  and  the  revenue  from  this  source  was  running  at  about 
£2,700  per  annum.  The  total  of  waste  paper  collected  during  the 
year  196 3 was  about  330  tons.  The  men  employed  on  the  refuse 
collection,  as  well  as  the  Council,  benefit  from  this  scheme. 

After  a basic  amount  of  5 tons  collected  per  month,  the  men  are 
paid  £3  per  ton  on  the  remainder. 

Housing 


Action  under  the  Housing  Acts  was  taken  in  respect  of  25 
unfit  dwellings;  details  are  given  in  Section  B of  this  report. 

Since  1955?  257  unfit  houses  have  been  dealt  with,  but  at 
the  close  of  the  year,  49  were  still  occupied.  As  the  Council 
accepts  the  moral  obligation  for  rehousing  all  tenants  when 
houses  are  condemned,  the  period  between  the  order  under  the 
Housing  Acts  and  rehousing  should  be  as  brief  as  possible.

Upon  completion  of  all  work  required  to  render  dwellings  fit 
in  all  respects  for  human  habitation,  three  Demolition  Orders 
were  revoked,  one  Closing  Order  lifted  and  four  undertakings  '

Payments  of  discretionary  and  standard  grants  totalled 
approximately  £16,500  in  1963. 

The  condition  of  the  older  houses  is  the  crux  of  the  housing 
problem  today  and  the  high  hopes  engendered  by  the  discretionary 
improvement  grant  scheme  introduced  in  1949  have  failed  to 
materialise,  despite  the  revision  of  the  law  governing  and  the 
conditions  applicable  to  these  grants  in  1954  and  again  in  1957 ^ 
The  less  onerous  requirements  of  the  standard  grant  scheme  of 
1959  which  gives  as  a right  a maximum  of  £155  per  house  for  the 
provision  of  the  five  amenities,  viz*  a bath  or  shower,  a wash- 
hand  basin,  a hot  water  supply,  a water  closet  and  a food  store, 
has  increased  the  number  of  grants.  Yet  the  emerging  overall 
picture  is  far  from  satisfactory,  because  most  of  the  privately 
owned  houses ' improved  with  the  aid  of  grants  are  owner  occupied. 

The  ever  rising  costs  of  labour  and  materials  certainly 
necessitate  a revision  of  the  value  of  the  grants,  particularly 
of  the  'discretionary'  ones.  For  the  latter,  the  maximum  of 
£400  has  not  been  varied  since  1949 • 

Eleven  caravan  site  licenses  were  issued  in  1963.  Eight 
were  for  single  caravans  and  three  for  a total  of  9 6 caravans. 

The  Council's  temporary  caravan  site  on  part  of  the  Halls- 
ford  Bridge  Light  Industrial  Site  was  brought  into  use  in 
April,  1963^  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  16  caravans  were  sited 
there.  Bearing  in  mind  the  limited  7 year  planning  consent  and 
the  fact  that  the  ablution  and  laundry  buildings  were  designed 
for  future  use  as  part  of  a works  depot  for  the  Council,  the 
standard  of  amenities  is  reasonably  high.  The  Council  was

long  term  measure  to  cope  with  the  caravan  problem  in  pursuance 
of  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  Circular  6/62  and 
the  survey  initiated  by  the  County  Council  in  October,  1963* 

Summary .proceedings  for  contraventions  of  Section  1 of  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  were  taken  on  5 
occasions  and  fines  ranging  from  £5  to  £50  were  imposed.,  A 
further  case  is  pending  for  a second  offence  in  respect  of  the 
same  site  by  the  same  occupier  previously  fined. 

The  Council  had,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  purchased  or  agreed 
to  purchase  44  plots  on  the  Riverfields  Estate  having  an  approxi- 
mate area  of  Sjjr  acres.  They  have  also  arranged  to  acquire  the 
additional  40  acres  on  the  Glen  Faba  estate  for  which  the 
County  Council  had  previously  accepted  responsibility. 


Food 


During  the  year  under  review,  745  inspections  were  made  of 
food  premises  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  i960. 
Reports  were  submitted  in  4 cases  of  foreign  matter  found  in 
food.  In  a case  of  mould  in  a pork  pie,  summary  proceedings 
were  instituted  and  a fine  of  £10  was  imposed. 

There  were  I64  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice- 
cream end  19  for  the  preparation  of  sausages  or  potted,  pressed, 
pickled  or  preserved  food. 

The  results  of  the  35  samples  of  ice  cream  and  13  of  ice  lolly 
are  given  in  Section  B of  this  report.  The  investigation  of  the 
Grade  IV  sample  of  ice  cream  showed  that  contamination  had 
occurred  because  of  the  inefficient  cleansing  of  the  machine; 
subsequent  samples  have  proved  satisfactory. 

Fifteen  persons  were  registered  as  hawkers  of  food  under 
Section  10 3 of  the  Essex  County  Council  Act,  1952. 


Slaughtering  and  Meat  Inspection 
The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1965 

These  Regulations,  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  October, 
1963,  require  that  all  meat  at  slaughterhouses  be  inspected  in 
accordance  with  a mandatory  code  of  practice  and  that  it  be 
marked  by  the  Inspector  so  as  to  be  identifiable.  They  also 
include  a permissive  clause  enabling  local  authorities  to  make 
a charge  for  this  service.  Exchequer  grants,  introduced  in  1958, 
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which  gave  local  authorities  a 50  per  cent  refund  of  inspection 
costs  above  local  requirements,  ceased  on  the  31st  March,  1963 • 
The  Council  decided  to  charge  the  maximum  permitted  by  the 
Regulations,  viz.- 

2s.  6d.  per  horse  or  bovine  animal  (other  than  a 
9d.  per  calf  or  pig  calf) 

6d.  per  sheep,  lamb  or  goat 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  Regulations  do  not  give  power  to 
local  authorities  to  limit  slaughtering  to  certain  days  and 
reasonable  times. 

The  throughput  of  the  three  slaughterhouses  showed  again  an 
upward  trend,  from  6,101  animals  in  1962  to  8,337  in  the  year 
under  review.  One  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  all  carcases 
was  made. 

There  were  7 cases  of  Cysticercus  bovis. 

Eleven  slaughtermen  were  on  the  Council’s  register  and  all 
were  aware  of  their  obligations  and  duties  under  the  Slaughter 
of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958 • In  no  case 
has  there  been  any  misdemeanour  with  regard  to  humane  treatment 
and  methods  of  slaughter  of  animals. 


Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1957 


Much  time  is  needed  to  ensure  strict  control  over  the  24 
swill  boiling  plants  operated  in  the  district. 

A meeting  was  organised  in  May,  1963?  for  the  plant 
operators,  at  which  the  films  "Swill  Drill"  and  "Swine  Fever" 
were  shown.  An  officer  from  the  Animal  Health  Division, 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  Chelmsford,  was 
present. 


Rodent  Control 


In  November,  19^3 9 the  C.ouncil  decided  to  accept  the  offer 
of  The  West  Essex  Rabbit  Clearance  Society  Ltd.  to  take  over  all 
rodent  control.  The  quotation  for  this  work  showed  that  there 
would  be  appreciable  saving  to  the  Council  and  it  was  therefore 
agreed  for  the  new  arrangement  to  start  on  1st  April,  1964° 

Apart  from  the  financial  benefit  which  this  change  of  policy 
involves,  the  agreement  should  result  in  more  efficiency  in  the 
constant  war  which  must  be  waged  against  rat  infestation. 


Petroleum  Acts  and  Orders 


There  were  162  operative  licences,  34  of  them  in  respect  of 
garages  or  premises  where  petrol  is  sold  to  the  public. 

Technical  progress  and  the  increasing  development  of  filling 
stations  b/  oil  companies  and  large  property  and  industrial 
groups  during  recent  years  emphasises  the  need  for  continual 
study  of  the  special  problems  involved  and  the  necessity  for 
uniformity  of  administration  of  the  Petroleum  Acts. 

A "Self  Service"  petrol  station,  the  third  of  its  kind  in 
the  country,  was  opened  in  the  parish  of  Nazeing.  To  gain  first 
hand  knowledge  and  experience  of  this  method  of  dispensing  petrol 
in  order  to  frame  adequate  licensing  conditions,  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  visited  the  factory  in  Malmo,  Sweden,  where  the 
pumps  for  this  station  were  made. 


Inspection  of  Factories 

One  hundred  and  three  inspections  of  factories  were  made 
during  the  year,  but  in  no  instance  was  it  necessary  to  resort 
to  statutory  action  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Factories 
Act. 


OffensivQ  Trades 

Summary  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  owner  of  a 
fat  extraction  factory  for  failing  to  comply  with  the  byelaws 
relating  to  cleanliness  of  walls,  floors,  staircases  and  balusters. 

The  case  was  adjourned  sine  die  on  an  undertaking  by  the 
owner  to  effect  a substantial  improvement  within  28  days  and  to 
maintain  the  byelaw  conditions  thereafter.  The  case  can  be 
reopened  at  any  time  should  this  undertaking  not  be  honoured. 


Atmo spheric  Pollution 


In  February,  it  was  agreed  to  co-operate  with  the  County 
Council  and  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research 
in  siting  a .semi-automatic  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  sampling 
apparatus  at  Kelvedon  Hatch  $ it  needs  to  be  read  only  once  a week. 
The  County  Council  contributed  80  per  cent  towards  the  cost  of 
this  instrument. 
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Noise  Abatement 


Mention  was  made  in  the  1962  report  that  an  owner  occupier  of 
a.  dwelling  in  the  parish  of  Lambourne  complained  of  a low 
frequency  humming  which  recurred  with  the  greatest  frequency 
during  the  night.  Since  the  last  investigation  was  made,  the 
property  has  changed  hands  and  it  seems  that  the  new  owner  is 
not  bothered  by  the  alleged  noise. 

Complaints  regarding  the  sounding  of  chimes  advertising  the 
sale  of  ice  cream  continued  to  be  received  and  related  principally 
to  one  offender.  Action  under  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  will  be 
taken  if  necessary. 


Swimming  Pools 


All  samples  of  water  from  school  swimming  pools  proved 
satisfactory.  This  indicates  careful  control  exercised  by  the 
Head  Teachers  to  ensure  that  adequate  chlorination  is  carried 
out.
